Naval Vessels 


Committee Rec- 
ommends Navy to 
Acquire 58 Ships 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— The house 


naval committee recommended legis- 
lation Thursday to authorize the Navy 
to acquire 58 additional fleet auxil- 
iary vessels at a cost of approxi- 
mately 350 million dollars. 


The bill represented an increase of 


33 ships beyond what the Navy re- 
quested when the legislation was in- 
troduced early in March.

Samuel 
Robinson, 


chief of the bureau of ships, testi- 
fied he had been instructed by Ad- 
miral Harold Stark, chief of naval 
operations, to ask that the measure 
be amended to authorize acquisition 
of 550,000 tons of additional auxiliaries 
instead of the 20,000 tons originally re- 
quested. Robinson said rapid deve- 
lopments which could not be foreseen 
necessitated the increase.

The sky over the Channel was fill- 


ed with the roaring of motors and the 
chatter of machine-guns and

crossed with vapor trails, recalling the 
vast daylight fighting of last fall. 


A Messerschmitt swooped down on 


a southeast coast town and machine- 
gunned the streets but then was said 
to have been chased back across the 
Channel by RAF fighters. Other raid- 
ers were operating in pairs four miles 
in the air over several south coast dis- 
tricts. 


British officials naturally were jubi- 


liant over the Nazis' rising cost for 
night raiding, but they warned against 
over optimism and acknowledged that 
such results could not be expected 
on cloudy nights.
